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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Gregory Butler on 2/12/2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 1, delete the phrase "represented by formula (I)" and insert —consisting 
of- therefor. 

In claim 1, insert a period at the end of the claim. 
Cancel claims 2-47. 

48. (New) A pharmaceutical composition comprising the metastin derivative of claim 1. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejections of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, are withdrawn because the 
scope of the claim is limited to a single metastin derivative that was reduced to practice at the 
time the invention was filed (compound 18, Table 12). 

The rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stafford et al. 
{Cancer Research., 2002, 62, 5399-5404, reference CB on Information Disclosure Statement 
filed 4/14/2008) is withdrawn in light of the amendment to claim 1 . Stafford et al. teach the 
peptide YNWNSFGLRY (KiSSl peptide, Figure 1). The KiSSl peptide differs from the 
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claimed metastin derivative at position 10 which is Tyr(Me) instead of Tyr. Stafford et al. do not 
teach or suggest the substitution of Tyr(Me) for Tyr at position 10 of Kiss 1 peptide. Further, the 
prior art does not provide any motivation to make such a substitution. Thus, metastin derivative 
of claim 1 is both novel and unobvious over Stafford et al. 

The provisional rejections of claim 1 for obvious-type double patenting over copending 
application 1 1/977,477 is withdrawn. The metastin derivative of instant claim 1 is not 
anticipated by or obvious over the claims of 1 1/977,477. 

The provisional rejections of claim 1 for obvious-type double patenting over copending 
application 1 1/630,698 is withdrawn. The metastin derivative of instant claim 1 is not 
anticipated by or obvious over the claims of 1 1/977,477.
